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Discovering Many New Things in Wood, 
...! ' J- 
Scientists Probe Sawdust for Secrets 


By Central Presa 
MADISON, Wis. - Scientists at 
the United States Forest Product* 
laboratory', Madison, Wis., know 
how to tie wood in a knot. 
They know how to make sugar 
and ethyl (gram) alcohol from 
wood. They have developed a paper 
that can take the place of light 
metals, and have improved wood 
so that it is as strong aa some 
metals. 
And now they wonder, as if they 
were just beginning to examine a 
new babe of science: what all docs 
wood have to offer mankind ? 
They will find out. More has been 
learned about wood in the 34 years 
since the laboratory wa* organized 
in 1910, the first institution of its 
kind In the world, than has been 
known in all the centuries trees 
have 
been serving 
mankind so 
faithfully. 
There are still many secret* in 
th# wood that everyone knowg *o 
well but so little. Secrets, perhaps. 
in sawdust, for it is in waste wood, 
the two-thirds of the tree left after 
lumber is produced, that these sci­ 
entists are now digging so vigor­ 
ously for knowledge. 


Probing More Secrets 
There may be secret* still in the 
forests, where science and indus­ 
try have combined their efforts to 
keep our trees growing for future 
harvest* and us**. 
At the beginning, the laboratory , 
a unit of the forest service, United ; 
States department of agriculture, j 
was given what may have seemed 
a simple assignment: to probe into j 
the properties of wood for better 
utilization. 
What has resulted is a broad re- ! 
search program that includes all i 
phases of wood properties and I 
uses, studies of growth conditions 
affecting the quality of timber, J 
methods of putting wood fibers to j 
better use in the production of pa­ 
pers, finding glues to make ply- : 
woods and laminated woods do a 
better Job, developing pigsties and 
improving wood* through lmpreg- j 
nation, compreaaion and stabiliza­ 
tion.

Unrecognizable as Paper 
The secret of high-*trength lam­

hydrolysis a ton of saw lust could give# no suspicion that it is paper, 
produce between 50 and 60 gallons 
of industrial alcohol, in about half 
the tim# required by the Germans 
through a similar process. In this 
process, sawdust or other wood 
waste is turned into wood sugar, 


and the fibers normally trident in 
paper are not visible. 
As a substitute for aluminum, it 
has found use in molded aircraft 
parts, such aa circular gun turret 
flooring, gun shield and gunner’s 


scat. A number ot companies are 
now manufacturing product* of 
laminated paper, which the labora­ 
tory calla papreg. 
All over the laboratory are proj­

Where such products might land 
In th# post-w’ar world is a chal­ 
lenge to th* imagination, and to 
the ingenuity of science and con­ 
struction engineers. 
Such an improved wood Is made 
through a process of impregnating 
layers of wood with synthetic res­ 
in# and putting them under pres­ 
sures and heat. Phi* wood is called 
compreg. What results Is a heavy, 
extremely hard wood that la mois­ 
ture-resistant, 
and 
resistant 
as 
well to checking, shrinking and 
warping. 
Another use for waste forest, 
materials is in th* field of plastic*. 
A great many plastics, particular­ 
ly th* darker ones, havs some 
wood In them, either wood flour or 
cellulose, as a base. Laboratory 
scientists have developed a meth­ 
od of producing a plastic directly 
from wood. 
Part of the plasticizer in hydro- 
lized wood plastic is the lignin in 
th* wood itself. Lignin ha# plastic 
properties but It cannot be used for 
• plastic alone. 


Lignin in Its Infam y 
But aa far as science is con­ 
cerned. lignin is still a mere babe 
in arms. The men working under 
Laboratory 
Director 
Carlile 
P. 
Winslow a rt just beginning to get 
acquainted with it. But they are 
working hard to find a major prac­ 
tical us* for it, as ar* countless 
others, for when that answer is 
found It will mean a greater utili­ 
zation of waste wood. 
Nearly one-third of wood is lig­ 
nin, the balance cellulose. In the 
manufacture of paper and pulp, 
much of th* lignin is extracted and 
thrown away. 
Such possibilities as the utiliza­ 
tion of lignin, and other develop­ 
ment* making use of waste forest 
materials lead to an Interesting 
prospect that is rot the paradox it 
appears: that we might be able to 
more than double our annual con­ 
sumption of wood product* with­ 
out expanding production. 
While tree# continue to grow to 
car* for our conventional needs, 
lumber cutting leaves about two- 
thirds of th* trees as slash in th* 
forests and as waste at the mills. 
It takes no imagination to realizs 
how forest economy can be affect­ 
ed by a greater utilization of th* 
cellulose and lignin In boughs, 
branches, tree tops and mill wast*.

A splinter or any penetrating 
body should be removed provided 
the removal does not cause too 
much tissue destruction and open 
the liability to more infection. If 
there is the slightest tendency for 
one of these wounds to “fester”, 
the hand and arm should b* 
smothered in wet dressings of 
boric, alcohol and a few drops of 
phenol and kept hot and moist un­ 
til the inflammation subsides. 
Various Hand Injuries 
Industrial surgeons have this 
to say about various types of hand 
injuries: 
Human bit«»—These are usual­ 


ly incidental to fist fights and 
hence the wound i* usually on the 
knuckle and tooth penetration 
often enters one of the tendons. 
“Experience leads us to believe," 
writes Dr. Vinton E. Siler, of Cin­ 
cinnati, “that doctors, hospital 
residents and interns do not have 
enough respect for this injury. 
Many patients art* examined in 
the admitting ward, ^iven first 
aid, discharged and told to return 
if the wound does not heal. 
A 
human bite injury, if not treated 
properly at the time, will usually 
lead to serious infection. 
Splint­ 
ing and moist heat are indicated 
in all human bite injuries. 
In a 
series of hand injuries, the cause 
was a human bite in IO per cent. 
Wringer injuries—These are 
not limited to people working in 
laundries. 
Children suffer them 
frequently. 
Since the rollers of 
the wringer produce equal pres­ 
sure on two sides the injury is 
usually limited to soft tissues. 
Fractures do not occur very often, 
but there is contusion and bleed­ 
ing into the tissue spaces. Unless 
the skin is injured they are treat­ 
ed by splinting and a pressure 
dressing. 
Blood clot under the fingernail 
—This common injury is very 
common and very painful, but not 
serious. No treatm ent needs usu­ 
ally to be instituted. There is a 
great temptation to drill an open­ 
ing through the nail to let the 
clot out, but this procedure is usu­ 
ally not successful and invites in­ 
fection. 
The throbbing pain is 
bad for 24 hours, but can be con­ 
trolled by heat and aspirin, or at 
th* worst by codeine. Sometimes 
the blood clot gets so large that 
it is necessary to remove part of 
the nail, but this is the exception 
and very rare.

“ Ignorance” : Would diabetes, 
ovarian or kidney disease show up 
in a blood test? If so what other 
diseases? 
\ 
Answer; Tests for the chemis­ 
try of blood are now quite sci­ 
entific. In diabetes the sugar in 
the blood is increased over nor­ 
mal. In kidney disease if suffi­ 
ciently advanced that the kidneys 
do not get rid of the waste prod­ 
ucts at the rate they normally do, 
those products accumulate in the 
blood and can be detected—urea, 
creatinine and other nitrogenous 
products. There are no changes in * 
the blood 
in 
ovarian 
disease. 
Other diseases detected by blood 
chemistry tests are gout and cer­ 
tain bone diseases, in which lat­ 
ter the blood calcium and phos­ 
phorus are changed from normal.
